BUT he will not be the complete 
boss of the job. Apparently, Mr, 


Roosevelt cannot bring himself to 
the point ut adopting the old W ar 
Industries B o a r d plan, u n d e r 
which responsibility was fixed on 
one man and he was given the 
pow. r aud told to do the job. 
From the beginning there has baen 
strong pressure on the President 
to follow the-Wilson formula. But

tiny relaxing of the rigidity of the 
New Deal labor legislation tis ever. 
It is too bad, hut perhaps he will 
modify his view later on. It is a 
fact that literally no one aside 
from the professional labor leaders 
believes that full production can 
be achieved without some yielding 
in this direction.
